Russia’s Debts. 


The current issue 9f the Statist contains 
seme extremely imteresting information 
concerning the problem of Russia’s ex- 
ternal debts, VWvhen the Bolsheviks seized 
power nearly nine years ago one of their 
first acts was the public repudiation of 
all ‘financial obligations that had been 
incurred under the Tsarist régime. This 
step would have been of little importance 
if it had been merely the rash action of 
@ revolutionary body, flushed with -tem- 
porary triumph; bat the Bolsheviks 


of the principal planks in their economic 
platiorm. When, in the early months of 
1919, President. Wilson and Mr. Lloyd 


reason, and invited them to a conference 
on the island of Prinkipo, their plans 
Lenin's 
refusal to compromise on the question of 
finance. Large numbers of French in- 
vestors had sunk their money in Russian 
bonds. They insisted, naturally enough, 
that any rapprochement with Russia must 
be preceded by the Soviet’s assurance that 
Russia's debts would be paid to the full; 
and when the Moscow Government refused 
to budge from its attitude of repudiation 
the whole Prinkipo project fell to the 
ground. In the years that have passed 
since the Paris Conference: the Russian 
people have undergone a marked change 
of heart. Even before Lenin’s death it 
was admitted freely that the Communist 
experiment had been a failure. Lenin 
himself, who, for all his faults, was a 
man of big ideas, was the first to recog- 
nise the folly of persistence in Marxian 
abstractions, and during the last years 
of his life he made almost a complete 
recantation. 

The Bolsheviks since that time have 
been doing everything in their power to 
attract foreign capital to Russia, and 
decree after decree has been promulgated, 
relaxing. and, in many cases abolishing, 
the stern ukases against ‘‘ capital ’’ which 
were issued in the earlier days of Lenin’s 
rule. Private treaties were made with 
foreign corporations—a majority of them 
German—and the negotiations were so 
successful that Russia was saved from 
As the Statist 
points out, however, nearly all the credits 
that were secured by the Soviets were for 
consumption; hardly any really pro- 
ductive capital was obtained. This fact 
has prevented any extensive reconstruction 
in Russia, and when M. Tchitcherin set 
out on his visit to Western. Europe some 
months ago his intention was to. make 
commercial treaties wth various countries, 
and thus to obtain the necessary capital 


however, cut right across his immediate 
policy, which was to drive a wedge between 
Germany and the rest of Europe. He was 
forced to abandon his efforts in this 
direction, and then with really remarkable 
effrontery, he went to Paris, where he 
tried to open negotiations with the French 
Government. He was met with the old 
answer. Unless Russia recognises her pre- 
revolution debts. there can be no official 
dealings with her. M. Tchitcherin, how- 


‘* recognise ' the Tsarist obligations, there 


‘‘as an act of grace.” The difference 
between France and Ryssia, he is reported 
to have said in an interview in Paris, is 
that France, who recognises her foreign

io the general welfare of the world ; and, 
if M. Tchitcherin now has a shred of real 
statesmanship, he will break finally with 
dishonesty, and open the door for Russia’s 
admission to the fold.from which she has 
been absent for so long. 


Cow-Testing. 

The Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Society, which held at Mallow yesterday 
its fifth annual congress, is'a body which 
has been doing good work that goes to the 
very basis of the dairying industry in 
Ireland. Two principal tasks the society 
bas taken upon itself—the’ promotion of 
the breeding of Shorthorn cattle of “ dual 
purpose ” type, and the encouragement of 
systematic milk-recording and cow-testing. 
Shortliorns are a breed which has been 


- cultivated in Ireland for over a hundred 


years. Throughout the world they are 
rising in favour; but for the conditions 
of Irish agriculture they are. unequalled. 
They yield both meat and milk, and they 
thrive in our climate. In no branch of 
agriculture’ is careful’ breeding more im- 
portant than in the raising of cattle and 
the production of milk, and the adoption 
of what is recognised to be the best 
‘‘ general purposes’’ breed of cattle has 
been hampered by the same slovenliness, 
mistakenly called .conservatism, which 
has caused inferior. breeds of pigs and 
poultry to flourish unchecked upon Irish 
farms. More difficult to propagate than 
the rearing of good cattle strains is the 
practice of cow-testing and: the habit of 
keeping milk records. It was in the 
'nineties that the modern practice in pro- 
gressive agricultural lands originated in 
Denmark. A group of farmers in a back- 
ward part of the country came together 
and resolved to take all necessary steps 
towards the improvement of their cattle 
and their butter. They founded a co- 
operative milk-testing society for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the exact milk yield 
of each of their cows and the percentage 
of butter fat in the milk. Early in the 
present century a similar plan was 
adopted in Scotland, where the entire 
dairying areas now practise systematic 
cow-testing. Germany, England and all 
North America have copied these examples. 
In Treland, where milk records are kept 
with little system or. thoroughness, it, is 
kncen that ‘there are cows . ylelding 
annually from 700 to 1,200 gallons of 
milk; but, while so large and profitable a 
yield is possible amid our abundant 
pastures, the average milk yield through- 
out the land is thought to be but little 
over 400 gallons annually pér cow, The 
cow which gives @ small supply of milk 
consumes very nearly as much food as 
the heavy milker, and thus is a wholly 
uneconomic investment. Only. by the 
general adoption of cow and milk testing 
can -our farmers, North and South, bring 
Irish dairying up to the pitch of efficiency 
necessary if it is to prevail against its 
competitors. Mr. F..J, Meyrick, of the 
Free State Department of Lands and Agri- 
culture, told yesterday’s meeting that he 
could not hold out hope of increased grants 
for this: purpose. The Free State grant 
already is about twice that given to assist 
cow-testing in Denmark, What is needed 
is vigorous and volantary action. by 
Irish farmers like that which made the 
farmers of Jutland the leaders of the 
world,

BISHOPRIC OF MEATH. 


RESIGNATION OF DR. PLUNKET 


We are informed that the Most Rev. the 
Hon. Benjamin John Plunket, D.D., is re- 
signing the Bishopric of Meath. The resigna- 
tion has been sent to the Primate, at Armagh, 
and been accepted, to take effect from the 
Slst of the present month. 

Dr.. Plunket has taken this step on the 
urging of his medical advisers, who ~ecom- 
mend that, in view of his long-continued ill- 
ness, he should have absolute rest and should 
go abroad for a time.. Dr. Plunket has been 
influenced in his decision also by the fact that 
on the death of Lady Ardilaun he became her 
successor at St. Anne’s, Clontarf, which he 
intends to make his future home. 

Although a comparatively young man, Dr. 
Plunket, it is interesting to note, has been a 
Bishop for almost thirteen years, having been 
elected by the Synod of the United Dioceses of 
Tuam, Killala, and Achonry, in April, 1913, 
and translated to the premier Bishopric on the 
election of the Diocesan Synod of Meath, in 
October, 1919; and of the eleven Bishops on 
the Bench of the Irish Church only one is his 
senior by consecration. 

Before his election as Bishop, Dr. Plunket 
was Rector for six years of St. Ann's Parish, 
Dublin, and was Treasurer and Canon of St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin. He is the son 
of a former Archbishop of Dublin, Lord 
Plunket, and a nephew of the late Lord Ardi- 
laun and of the present Ear! of Iveagh.

I understand that the announcement of 
a visit by Princess Astrid of Sweden to 
the King and Queen, at Buckingham 
Palace, is somewhat premature.

The King and Japan.

The Coal Commission.

Sir Herbert Samuel and the members of 
the Coal Commission are just a wee! 
behind the schedule prepared for them at 
the opening of the inquiry three months 
ago. The Commission, which is to meet 
again on Tuesday next, expects to close its 
public proceedings about the third week 
in January. Tkis would enable the 
report of the Commission to be placed in 
the hands of the Government some time 
in February, and its publication would 
follow shortly afterwards. It is under- 
stood that, with the publication of the 
report, the Government will announce its 
plans so that by May Ist, when the coal 
subsidy comes to an end, a new scheme 
for the coal industry may be ready if it 
should be required. 


The Industrial Situation. 


The Government, presumably, expect: 
industrial trouble of some magnitude next 
year; for it is steadily persevering with 
preparations to deal with it The Royal 
Automobile Club always has given willing 
assistance to the Government of the day 
when called upon in the event of a 
national emergency, but now it is pre- 
paring in advance a register of people 
who will be willing to assist in the main- 
tenance ‘of essential public services. A 
circular. announcing the fact has been 
sent out to the members, and a notable 
response is expected. There is a general 
determination that the public services 
Shall be continued in the event of indus- 
trial trouble, and, more particularly, that 
the people shall no go short of food. 


The Stock Exchange. 


If the anticipations with regard to the 
new year are realised on the London Stock 
Exchange there will be something like a 
boom next month. In many departments 
members express the opinion that business 
will revive as soon as the old year is out, 
and that the revival will be a strong one. 
Rubber shares are expected to engage 
speculative attention again, while oil 


| shares also may be in demand. Tin shares 


are expected to participate in any forward 
movement. Hopes of a January boom, 
however, have been indulced in many 
times before and have gone astray. but 
this time there is some ground for antici- 
pating a firm opening of markets early in 
the new year. 


Rubber Prices. 


The high price of rubber has given con- 
siderable annoyance to our cousins in the 
United States, but what they will say 
when it is realised that they will have to 
pay hichly during the coming year for 
jute remains vo be seen. Jute can only 
be grown in India with success, and the 
position is something akin to that of 
rubber, for there is a prospective shortage. 
It is expected that this shortage in pro- 
duction will be about the amount required 
usually by the United States. and conse- 
quently the price is likely to advance con- 
siderably. It now costs about £54 per 
ton, but during the summer the price will 
reach £65 per ton. 


A Bank Merger. 


It is reported from New York that a 
great bank merger is being arranged there, 
embracing several of the largest banks, 


with combined resources of £260,000,000. 


| This sounds a very big sum, but it becomes 


imsignificant when compared with the 
resources of the five big English banks. 
The Midland Bank, in its latest balance- 
sheet, showed total resources of more than 
£400,000,000, while Lloyd’s showed nearly 
as much, and Barclay’s, the Westminster, 
and the National Provincial were not fat 
behind. The capital of the National 
Provincial, the smallest of the five, is

in fact. higher than the amount proposed

York. 
New Year's Eve. 


New Year’s Eve will be marked in 
London by a great many gala dinners and 
dances. The Albert Hall will be turned 
into a great ballroom for the Happy New 
Year Ball, when some thousands of guests 
will be present. At the hotels the even- 
ing will be the occasion of surprises, and 
in most cases the secret is being very 
wel] kept. At one well-known restaurant 
there will be a draw for a hundred-guinea 
ostrich feather cloak. At the Savoy Hotel 
provision will be made for two thousand 
guests, while at the Berkeley Hotel there 
will be a garden adorned with thousands 
of butterflies. Many thousands of Scots 
are expected to assemble, with spirits and 
songs, outside St. Paul's Cathedral as 
usual; and, in order that they may all 
get home comfortably, the London County 
Council is arranging a special tramway 
service up to 1.30 a.m. 


Woollen Prices. 


During the past year the price for 
woollen clothes has been well maintained, 
but, with a fall in the value of all 
qualities of wool, it is likely that clothes 
for men will be considerably cheaper next 
year.. During the past few weeks there 
has been quite an army of buyers from 
the United States anxious to secure 
clothes at the lowest possible rates, fear- 
ing that prices would show a further 
advance. Their pessimisfn has not been 
justified, and it is probable that hey 
would haye been able to make better 
bargains if they had not been in so great 
a hurry. There is a prospect that suit- 
ings and dress goods of worsted or woollen 
will be substantially cheaper in the near 
future than for some years past. 


Motor Licences. 


The great annual rush to renew motor 
vehicle. licences began in earnest to-day, 
when thousands of motorists attended at 
the London County Hall, which is the 
centre from which all licences are issued 
for the area administered by the London 
County Council, which, for other local

FUNDS FOR COW TESTING. . 

Mr. T. J. McElligott (Listowel), in urging 
rpon the Government the need for imereas 
funds for cow-testing, said that it was re- 
grettable that such a resolution should be 
necessary. Only from three to four per cent. 
of the cows in the country were under test, 
This was disappointing, in view of the fact 
that dairying was the ‘key industry on which 
the calf-rearing, pig-feeding and other in- 
daustries depended. Therefore, it was 
necessary that all the resources of the nation 
should be directed to the extension of cow- 
testing, in the hope that at least within ten 
vears they would have not four per cent, but 
25 to 30 per cent. of their cows re istered and 
tested. In that county they had fised the 
milk yield up to 1,300 and 1,400 gallons. 
He thought that farmers, instead of going 
to Denmark, would do better to visit North 
Cork. The dairy industry represented 
£8.000.000, and store cattle £22,000,000. It 
was the aim of the Department to produce 
a dual purpose cow, carrying a wealth af 
natural flesh and capable of producing 800 
gallons of milk. 

The Minister for Agriculture had told them 
that if they raised the milk yield by 109 
gallons in three years, they would be able to 
increase their income by £5,000,000, taking 
into aeeount the improvement in the quality 
of the store.cattle. That might have been 
optimistic, but they could at least aim at 
raising the yield by 50 gallons, if not by 100. 
This could only be done bw cow-testing. 

MORE FREQUENT INSPECTIONS. 

In Kerry they had initiated a scheme such 
as they had in Cork, but the amount available 
was small. The Committee of Agriculture 
asked that sufficient funds should be available 
in future for the formation of new assOcia- 
tions. He was afraid that at the present rate 
of 3s. per cow paid by the farmer it would be 
many years before they would have 25 per 
cent. of their cows under test. The farmer's 
contribution should not be more than 2s. per 
cow. He thought that’ supervisors were not 
sufficrently paid, and suggested that herds 
should be inspected oftener than once in six 
weeks. ,

Peace and goodwill in industry. This is the 
keynote on which the old year closes and the 
mew year approaches. There is evidence of it 
in the provisional agreement just reached in 
the British shipbuilding industry. After 
many months of negotiation the Shipbuilding 
Employers’ Federation and the anions 
affiliated to the Federation of Engineering and 
Shipbuilding Trades have drawn up an agree- 
ment for the future avoidance of disputes. A 
ballot of the unions is now in progress. If 
the scheme is accepted it will secure more 
prompt consideration and settlement of ques- 
trons arising in the industry without recourse 
to stoppages of work, which, by the admis- 
sion of the unions concerned “‘ have, in man 
instances, caused hardship and loss to bot 
rties to a greater extent than the amount 
involved in the dispute.”’ ! 
The agreement provides for the reíerence of 
every matter in dispute, other than those con- 
nected with Haale 4 wages rates, to joint con- 
ferences. A new feature is the appointment 
of an independent chairman to preside at the 
final court of appeal—the general. conference, 
at which every shipyard trade union will have 
the right to attend. 
PRACTICAL REMEDIES. 

It is regarded as unfortunate that the 
boilermakers and several other big unions are 
not parties to the scheme, but if the agree- 
ment is adopted, little doubt is entertained 
that the machinery for. negotiation now being 
balloted upon will be generally’ accepted and 
put into practice—whatever may be the atti- 
tude of non-affiliated unions, e shipbuild- 
ing industry is. making a valiant effort to set 
its own house’ in order, It has suffered 
severely from the wave of trade depression, 
and has only just managed to survive the 
slamp. Much is hoped for from the work of 
the Joint Committee, which is . investigating 
conditions prejudicially bearing on the 
industry in connection with foreign competi- 
tion. 
The inquiry is a very exhaustive one, and 
already some practical remedies have been put 
forward. The next. big question which will be 
tackled will be the future fluctuation of wages 
in accordance with the ability of the industry 
Oo pay.

The speculative builder must be 
taken into account, for he is a person of much 
importance, and to him we owe much; while 
lastly, but, not the least, there are the man of 
business seeking for suitable shops and the 
manufacturer needing factories. 
If we examine dispassionately facts relating 
to property in 1925, it cannot be denied that, 
at any rate for the first nine months, values 
had fallen by about 25 per cent. From the 
middle of Ottober, however, a slight but 
steady improvement began, and houses began 
to sell better. It seemed as if people sensed 
the settlement of the boundary question. The 
property market is very susceptible to political 
changes, and the element of security, peace 
and stability plays a large part in its welfare. 
About the same time there gradually arose 
a better demand for ground rents, some of 
which had been sold at twelve years pur- 
chase; but now late lots rose to fourteen 
years’, and in some instances to sixteen 
years’ and may yet rise to seventeen and 
eighteen years’ purchase, but this will take 
some time to accomplish. 
A very encouraging feature is the fact that 
so many people are purchasing their own 
homes. It will be news to many that in 1925 
alone one well-known building society ad- 
vanced £90,000 for this purpose. This is a 
most hopeful sign, showing that thrift must 
be on the increase. 
A good deal of building is going on at 
present. Houses are springing up rapidly in 
Clontarf. Raheny, Howth and Sutton, on the 
North side, and, on the South side, in 
Terenure, Kimmage, Rathfarnham, and on the 
sea line to Dalkey. The excellent ‘bus 
services are helping this development greatly, 
and, when Mount Secerion is ready for build- 
ing upon shortly, there will be almost a boom 
in house-building. 

Business premises were stagnant early in 
the year, and it was a matter of keen regret 
to see Grafton street shops—too many idle. 
But the tide here again hasturned. The recent 
sale of the Ritz to a very successful merchant 
will undoubtedly improve the thoroughfare 
when ready. shops have been taken, 
and, with the determination of the firms in 
the street to brighten it, things will improve, 
Henry street and Sackville street are going 
ahead also, and, with improved trade, of 
which there is steady indication, the time will 
come when there will be very few vacant 
shops. 

‘actories and warehouses are in demand, 
Several have lately been let or sold, and this 
represents more industries started and more 
labour employed. 

Our farmers had rather a hard time during 
the year—the aftermath of the bad weather 
in 1925 and keen competition from Denmark 
and Canada. Yet here, again, there is a 
more hopeful outlook. e best minds 
amongst them realise that the remedy is co- 
operation—co-Operation in buying seeds, 
manures, machinery, etc., and co-operation in 
marketing their produce. 

To realise that in Denmark, with its

LIVE STOCK BREEDING 
ACT, 1925. 


LICENSING OF BULLS. 


The attention of bull-owners and breeders 
of live: stock is directed to the fact that all 
bulls calved in the months of January, 
February, March, April, May and June, 
1925, will be of the prescribed age, under 
the Live Stock Breeding Act, on the 3lst of 
March, 1926, and that it will be an offence, 
under the Act, to keep any such bull on or 
after that date, without a licence. All 
Owners of bulls calved in the period mentioned 
should apply at once for the necessary licence. 

Applications must be received by the De- 
partment of Agriculture.not later than the 
dist of January next, and intending appli- 
cants should obtain the necessary form of 
application (with a list of inspection centres}, 
at the nearest Post Office or Garda Station, 
and should forward it. duly completed, with 
a cheque or a postal order for 5s:, to the 
Secretary Department of Agriculture, Upper 
Merrion street, Dublin. 

Inspections of bulls at local centres will 
begin on the 16th of February. In addition 
to the local centres, all shows and sales held 
before the 3ist March, and approved for the 
purposes. of the Department’s Live Stock 
Schemes, will be centres for inspections under 
the Live Stock Breeding Act. Persons who 
intend to exhibit their vearling bulls at any 
of these sales should enter the name of the 
sale in the application form, instead of the 
name of a local centre. 
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FATALLY INJURED BY A 
MOTOR CAR. 


DRIVER HELD “TO: BE 


BLAMELESS. 


Mr. Leopold Barker, of Hollyrood Castle, 
Sandymount avenue, Dublin, was ‘charged in 
the Dublin District Court before Mr. E. J 
Little with negligently driving a motor car 
on the 24th inst. and causing the death of 
Elizabeth McCreedy (71), who lodged at 9 
Redmond’s hill. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, defended. 

Evidence was given that, while crossing 
near the Shelbourne Hotel, at Kildare street, 
on Christmas Eve, the woman was knocked 
down by a motor car, driven and owned by 
Mr. Barker. After the accident. Mr. Barker 
took the woman in his motor car to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, where she died on the 
morning of the 26th. 

Dr. Kathleen Kennedy, house surgeon at 
St. Vincent’s Hospital, described the injuriés 
from which the woman suffered. They “in- 
cluded seyeral broken ribs. 

Station-Sergeant Bermingham . stated that 
Mr. Barker called to Lad Lane police station 
and made a voluntary statement to the effect, 
that at about 7.30 on Christmas Eve he was 
driving near the Shelbourne Hotel, at about 
4 miles an hour, when a woman stepped off 
the footpath and proceeded to cross the road, 
She hesitated three times, and, although he 
did everything possible, by pulling up at 
once, he could not avoid. the accident, and 
the woman was knocked down by the left 
front of the motor car. He took ‘her. to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital. 

Answering Mr. Burne—Sergeant Berming- 
ham said that Mr. Barker did all that he 
could for the woman after. the accident. 

Mr. Little said that there was ample 
evidence that Mr. Barker was most anxious 
both to give information’ and. to assist in 
ascertaining the exact nature of the woman’s 
injuries, and to do all in his power to have 
the matter fully inquired into. It was also 
clear that he did all he could to avoid the 
accident, and he would refuse informations 
in the case. 

Mr. Barker was then discharged. 

Mr. Little commented on the fact that a 
man who had seen the accident had not 'eome 
forward to give evidence, and ‘said that. such: 
a want of . civic responsibility in this and 
other circumstances hampered a section of the 
community in every crisis that arose. »

CIRCUIT APPEALS. 


HEAVY LIST FOR DIVISIONAL 
COURT. 


When the Hilary Law Sittings open on the 
llth of next month the judges will have a 
busy time, hose who will constitute the 
Divisional Céfrt will be faced with a heavy 
list of circuit appeals, and, as two judges 
are necessary for this Court, it is reasonable 
to assume that a delay in disposing of mut 
prius cases will be experienced during the 
first month of the term. 

Notwithstanding the fact that last July 
was devoted to the hearing of circuit appeals, 
about one’ hundred remained unreached at the 
close. of the sitting. Nearly forty cases were 
put on the supplemental list, because the 
parties were not ready to go on, arid early in 
October a large number more had come in, 
and kept increasing, until, at the end of the 
Michaelmas Sittings, a formidable list had 
accumulated in spite of all desire to prevent 
arrears. 

On the closing day of the last sittings no 
fewer than 37 circuit appeals from the 
Midland Circuit alone appeared on the list, 
peremptorily to be set down for hearing on 
the second day of the incoming term, and 
these, it was announced, will be followed by 
like cases from the South-Western, Southern 
and Eastern Circuits. 

HEARING OF SPECIAL CASES. 

In addition to appeals-from judgments of 
Cireuit. Judges, the Divisional Court. hears 
special cases stated, cases in connection with 
revenue and. various applications coming 
within its jurisdiction, 

The. sitting of the Divisional Court, one of 
the new courts set up under the Courts of 
Justice Act, reduces the number of judges 
available in the other Courts of the Hi 
Court by two. During the sitting of the 
Central Criminal Court in Green street a 
High Court’ Judge is engaged there, and 
during the sittings of the Supreme Court in 
the. last week of the Michaelmas Sittings, 
when several important judgments were de- 
livered, judges of the High Court sat in the 
Supreme Court when it was necessary for 
them to do so. 

THE NEW RULES OF COURT. 

The Rules of Court, not yet having been sub- 
mitted: to: the Oireachtas, cannot be: put into 
operation for some time, and, so far as can be 
‘at present, no remarkable change in 
the procedure in the High Courts is im- 
minent.

RESIDENTS APPEAL TO: THE | 
GOVERNMENT. | 

A suggestion that the Government should 
indemnify the Dublin - United Tramways 
Company, who have agreed to take over the 
Dublin akd Lacan Tramway, against financial 
loss, and make it possible to begin the re- 
laying of the line without delay, was em- 
bodied in a resolution which was adopted at 
a representative meeting in Lucan. last night, 
at which the Rev. A. Gailey, B.A., presided. 
In accordance with the resolution a deputa- 
tion was appointed to wait on President Cos- 
grave and other Ministers at. the earliest 
possible date to ask them to urge the Dublin 
United Tramways Company to start imme- 
diately the relaying of the line in order to 
permit the restoration of the tramway service 
early in the new-year. 
The deputation was asked to point out that 
they had reason to believe that the only step 
which, can secure this object must be taken 
by the Government. The meeting expressed 
the belief that, if the Government will in- 
demnify the Tramways Company against loss 
in the event of any hitch in the legal 
formalities, the Tramways Company. will be 
willing to relieve the acute distress in the 
district by employing as many men as possible 
at once. It was undérstood that the Govteh- 
ment could give this indemnity’ out. of the 
Unemployment .Fund, and the starting of 
work on the line would be’ quickly followed 
by building iy the district, 
Twelve representatives were appointed on 
the deputation, including the Rev. A. Gailey, 
B.A.;. Dr. Keene, Colonel Newman, Dr. 
Lorcan Shérlock, the Rev. Father Traynor 
and Mr. F. F. Warren.

ment of air traflic and the regulation of 
boundary crossings. Arrangements have been 
completed for the collection of Customs duties 
from aeroplane traffic, and many other pro- 
Visions for the safeguarding of individual and 
national rights. But much yet remains to be 
done before transport by air is as well pro- 
vided for and directed as transport by sea.
